Ours was an expedition to find and tell, 
with words and pictures, a quick, praphic 
story of the plices, peoples, and flying con- 
ditions along new-blazed seaplane paths 
down the Atlantic side of the Western 
Hemisphere. Jacob (avyer, of out Soci 
tty's photographic stati, was with me; also 
Capt. Albert W. Stevens, of the United 
States Army. Stevens isthe world's fore- 
most aerial photographer and has a high 
jarachute jump record of 24,206 feet. 

The expedition was to fly aroutid and 
civer islands, up rivers, and as far mto the 
pungles as safety would permit. Wewere 
to study the varieuws races of moonkin 
encountered, oliserve the wilderness, the 
farms, industries, and cities: land wher- 
ever we wished, make the best pictures 
ever tuken along this route, ane bring back 
in arcount of cur experiences for educa- 
tonal purposes only. 

As journnlists say, here was the as- 
dunmentat alifetioe.

Following the overseas railway that spans 
the isiuned) bridge aut ta Key West, we 
banked snl turne! te “shoot” a passenger 
train.

Over Key West, southernmost city of 
the United States, we orcled to let cart 
eramen teeord the pictorial geography of 
this singular place.

In sheltered spots along the water front, 
groups of excited Cubams discussed the

Life in Cuba's capital rt ily atid blithe, 
al we were tempted to blotter ; mt a score 
af interesting lands lay ahead, and soon we 
fewon. Lifted from Havana harbor by 
mustedontic Hornet motors. we took a few 
wide turns, circled over the sumptuous pal- 
meres. tht ster eit) tohaece hele, ancl then 
climbed high and headed due south across 
this beautiful iskind of fruits, flowers, 
greet fields, and forests.

At Cienfuegos, while men gassed our 
ship, we sat out ontop af it and ate luvch, 
Seven hours fron Havana and we were 
over Satitiaga’s historic harbor, Down 
there, more than 30 years ago, audacious 
Lieut. Ricuwond P. Hobson sank the 
Merrimac, seeking to bottle up Cervera's 
fleet. Offshore growled the guns of Rear 
Adm. William T. Sampson's. armada; 
there, to this day, rests the rusting hulle 
of the Muria Terese. Looking inland, we 
could see San Juan Hill, famotis in the 
annals of the Rough Riders. Ch its now 
quiet green slopes stands the “Peace Tree,” 


a piant ceiba, under whose grotesquely fat 


limbs Gen. W. R. Shafter made surrender 
terms with the Spariinrds, 

Music and friendly chatter echoed about 
the hotel where we spent the night. Har- 
ring the Americnn vice consul, a tobacco 
buyer, and the agent of a Chicago pack- 
ing firm, we saw few fellow countrymen. 
Cuban cities are much Americanized, whit 
with their adoptian oi our machines, dress, 
methods, and movies; but Americans here 
cannet compete with Cubans im the ordi- 
nary walks of life, and the few here usu- 
ally hold only the higher-paid managerial 
positions,

de Cuba close ties abound, Some date far 
Lack, Here Hernando Cortez, once mayor 
uf the city, recruited his feet for the con- 
quest of Mexien, Throngh four tempes- 
tows centuries of earthquakes, «disease, 
niracy, ond war, this was one of Spain's 
chief lases it the Western World. Tt was 
ene of her Inst. That fateful July day m 
1898 when the Spaniards-yielded to Shatf- 
ter, Koosevelt, and Wood. under the ceiba 
tree, marked the end of Spanish rule in 
the whole Western Hemisphere. 

San Juan Hill is a peaceful park now, 
with monuments t American, Cuban, ane 
Spanish heroes who battled there, On 
hronze tablets-vou read the names of some 
Americans still tivmg—young and unsung 
in 1808, but later well known in our mili-

Mountams seem 
toomeve toward yety mere lemutely, 
went to sleep in the plane when we quit 
Cuba; when Dawoke, there was Haiti, with 
its capital, Portan Prince, tarming arom 
under is as we circled. 

You look down on green Hart's glisten- 
ing official paluces; on tree-fringed boule- 
vards, flanked by fine homes, that rim up 
the mountain slopes; on the commie part 
ofthe city, whose flimsy, unpamted wooden 
howses aprmiwl along crooked water-front 
streets. Youlook andthink. Islands dii- 
fer, hike people, in morals antl tianners. 
In revere all hinds are alike physically— 
just land surrounded by water. Hut how 
iifferent the story of Haiti fromm—well, 
from that of Long Island! Reanrs of fact 
al fiction are woven aliaut MMarti's: tur- 
bulent history, Toussaint L’Ouverture ; 
mad Christophe, who died from a silver 
lallet; Leclere, who married Napoleon's

Sinister andl java-burnt, Mont Pelee 
bulks above the buried city of St. Pierre. 
where more than 30,000 people perished 
when this voleano blew up, in 1902, Plainly 
we saw the great river of malten rock ani 
ashes which, with the incalculable blast of 
poison gas let loose, wrought the appalling 
volcanic tragedy, Skillfully weaving: his 
plane to give Gayer and Stevens just the 
right light and angle for amr pictures, 
Hawkins brought us closer and closer to 
the scarred and abysmal slopes of the vol- 
canie monster. From the air its every as- 
pect reflects the cataclysm of Nature which 
years ago convilsed the island (p,.33)- 

Om the stocp sides af Pelee yatrsee deep, 
wicked trenches plowed by flowing hres. 
A leng, white river of treeless ash and 
lava rims down inti the sea. Utder it, 
buried forever, ts the «nce happy, pros- 
perous French city of St. Pierre, only one 
of whose inhabitants liver to tell the story. 
Even many ships anchored offshore were 
stt on fire ty flaring volcanic gas. 

Diamond Reck loomed in our path now, 
on the way to St. Lucia Island, During 
a war with France the British 74-gun ship 
Centaur garrisoned this rock with her crew- 
In 1803 Admiral Hood swing guns trom 
his ship and hauled them to the top af the 
hisewit-shaped isbet, and from this high 
perch doughty Englishmen for 18 months 
sniped at French ships which sought to 
attack St. Lucia fron Martinique. 

The sun was setting behind us as we 
landed inthe theatrical harbor of Port Cas- 


tries; on British-owned St. Lucia. Shurp- 
peinted hills draped in jungly verdure rise

Toward sunset the town takes the air, 
mostly by looking out of its windows.

Movies there 
ire, a few thetar cars, ad semblance af cut- 
door sports among boys, and a few short 
promenadhes, but ooking out of the win- 
dow seers Para’s favorite diversion.

STUDYING THE AMAZON DELTA TRON 
THE Alt 


Fram 3,000 feet up you can see differ- 
ent-colored currents flowing in different 
directions, in the lower delia of the Amia- 
zon. Riding from Para to Sin Lum de 
Maranhio, or Maranhio ws tt 15 also called, 
we rounded Cape Tijoca, and paralleled the 
Equator due enst, at about 30° south tati- 
tule. Tere the big river, 180 miles wide 
hetween its cipes, colors the sea and dilutes 


its salt for fifty miles offshore. Men in 


small fishing boats, venturing out of sight 


of land, igure haw jar out they are hy 
tasting the water, 
The rise of the fiver bere tn food tines 


is often 50 feet, when vast areas of forest 


are completely inundated. Snow in the 
Andes begins to melt in August, but this 
delta doesn't feel the rise till six months 
later, With a drainige ares covering. 
2,722,000 squire miles, inelucting the Toca- 
tins, arl contaming abot 40,000 niles of 
naviguble water corimunications, it is easy 
to-see why it takes the big river six motiths 
to rise and six months to fall, Also the 
sinpe of the vast valley Efom the foot. of 
funded feet. This is ae tides fromm the 
sea are felt up the Amazon for Goo miles. 
Sometimes three or four tides are running 
wp and down the river at once, like waves, 
Locking at our maps, we observe the 
Amazon Delta docs nat ran duit to sea ori 
land bridges, as do those of the Nile, the 
Ganges, ated the Mississippi. Tt carries 
prodigious loads of (mud, and geclopists 
say tts delta once extended 300 miles past 
its present mouths; but now the ocean ts 
rapidly eating inte the continent. and from 
the sip you see how this goes-on. By an 
odd freak of Nature the sea is driving in- 
land huge waves of white sand. These 
big dunes in many places have buried the 
trees; elsewhere you can see dead. trees, 
onee covered with sand and killed, and then 
exposerl again to the advaricing sea waves, 
which now wash them aut by the roots. 
The Para, or south, coast of the celta 
is higher and drier than the coast. of Bra- 
zilien Guinna. north af the Amazati Delta, 
Around Marach [slam and the mouth of 


the Araguary River the famous Amazon 
bore i at its best. 


Whe it rir it, at low 
tide, its roar can be heard six mules, Its 
speed is fo ta-15 knots,-and anything in 
its path 1s swept away. 

Look down on all these mud hanks, ripe, 
and shallows, ant you see why skippers 
clread navigation in these waters. (Changes 
in coast ontlines are constant; shoals and 
flats form only to be washed away. Mul 
banks which a few years ago barely shiwe 
above the sea are now covered! with trees ; 
luc lights ane) Ines, lick of goed charts, 
ever-shitting currents, bring many ships 
to erief,

The French hope in time te ‘set up a 
trunsatlantic air-rail line between Natal 
and Dakar. 

Alighting at Natal ina blinding-ram, we 
were welcomed by Mayor Omar O'Grady, 
an Irish-Hrazilian educated j in Chicago at 
Armour Institute. Jest then a monoplinie 
flashed past in the rain. ‘There goes the 
famous French pilot, |. Mermoz. He flew 
here from Dakar, in a ponstop flight. 
Now he's off to see if he can fly back 
again.”

STREET SCENES IN PERNAMAUCO 


This is a Dutchlike town, Prince John 
Maurice of Nassau came here in. 1637, 
when the Dutch ruled, with many artists, 
scientists, writers, muturilists, and archi- 
tects, to bitlel an idealized Holland city in 
South America, Few origina) Dutch edi- 
ices remam: li there ts semething in 
oh canals, deep-shaded streets, and ianhy 

that reminds you of Holland or of 
ol ashioned Brenvet. 

Our fight was interriapted here, for in 
the myght a bark rammed our ng flying 
boat while it swung at anchor and tore off 
part of one wing, While watting for an- 
other Nytha airplane to pick us up, we 
studied anil photographed this Iusy Bra- 
gilian city of Pernambuco. 

‘There's a-newapaper here more than roo 
years old, the Diario de Pernambuce, Ts 
editor, Dr. Mario Melo. was with the South 
American journalists invited to the United 
States in gat by President Coolidge, He 
showed me. the city. 

Pernambuco is the Virginia of the United 
States of Brazil, Freecom was bor bere, 
aml here South America saw the first leg- 
islative assembly, as the Pouse of Bur- 
esses wis the first in North America. 
Here was the first society for abolition af 
slavery ; they show you the site of the fotks 
tribunal, where Joaquim Nahuco rade his 
celebrated oration against slavery. 

In the muse you see a vast canvas 
depicting the fights between Portuguese 
an Dutch for possession of the capital; a 
fine old map, drawn by the Dutch 300 years 
ago, showing the city then; Jeg irons and 
chains and a whip for slaves; ornate palan- 
quins of dendand gone bishops and gov- 
emors; a beautiful bronze cannon dated 
1629, embossed with a fine three-masted 
Dutch ship from the days of Henry Hud- 
son: square gold coins, minted here by the 
Dutch about the thne the Pilgrims were 
Fttting set up in New England business: 
an old’ Dutch fort, still in military use-after 
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three centuries, where the atnmble Brozil- 
ian captain served us coffee; many remind- 
ers of Portuguese discovery ant settle- 
ment when that bold race rodmed the seas 
from India an) Africa to the far coasts of 
Brazil, Tedious? Nothere! As thrilling 
to Bragilian schoolboys, who mareh the 
streets at night singing patriotic songs, a5 
the tues of Bunker Hill of Custer at the 
Litte Horn to Notth American youth.

Then, to see at fret hand how planes 
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of fug, stretching like snuwhelds to fur 
horizens. Childhood memories awoke of

Then the fairy landscapes faded; all the 
clourl palaces, the pink and snow-white 
pet melted inte common dirty foy again, 
or a higher cloud hid the sun. Flyin ng 
by instruments, we bared the fog ban 
through and came to Santos; where the 
world gets most of its coffee, in bright sun- 
shine, From the sir, we saw the short 
railway that tons inlind to the near-by, 
swiftly growing city of Sao Paulo. In 
five minutes we landed a pSSSeliger, put 
otf ser and tock on more, and were in the 
dir, You carve! at the specd and preci- 
sion of the mail sched At Florianep- 
olis we met a Fleetster, flown by a lone 
pilot named Stark, carrying arth roeat Tudgy 
hut mad, On a tail wind that morning 
he had averaged 180 miles an hour! 

Toward Porto Alegre, wherethousandsai 
German colonists make local life mure like 
Breslau than Brazil, we struck more fog. 

From May till October, between Rio ond 
the River Plate, fogs are frequent. The 
bunks are anywhere [rom 200 to 2 500 leet 
high, or “thick.” as the pilots say. “It you 
come to a bank tat hes fat on the sen or 
has no holes in it," said Pilot Shea,. “it’s 
safest to get down on the water and wait 
for it to lift, or else turn around and go 
hack. We never expose enpere to any 
risk. Most of the time hate the fog ceil- 
ing is-high enough so we can fly under it, 
low over the water, or else it's Swiss cheese 
for, with big holes in it through which we 
tan see the ocean,” 

“The weather prophet gets nu breaks 
down here, -saidanother pilot. "The winds 
tim wild, "hey blow framanywhere. Rain 
comes from the nerth of northeast, wsu- 
ally. and cold, clearing winds blow from 
the southwest. And the lightning is bad ; 
it pets less as vou fly north, toward the 
Equator. 

“But t's: the. povaprra that makes the 
worst weather. It blows off the pampas, 
bot we don'timinad rt much. Pilots always 
get ample warning by the hig clouds oi 
dust that can be seen coming ahead of 
these stacms.” 

In pouring tain we took gas at Rio 
Grande do Sul, and hopped off with water 
fairly streaming from our wide wings. In 


heavy rain—not as in foy—you can see 
head or water plainly at least 200 feet 
below you. "The force and weight of heavy 
raitifal tours down a plane, as mud slows 
down a tetor cor, but it keeps going. 

For 250 miles, along the lonely const of 
Rio Grande do Sul, Brazil's eaiheraniiet 
State, we flew past a string.of great lakes. 
The north-end of this stretch 1s known as 
the Lagia dos Patos, It is a wild, for- 
suken region till you round the shoulder 
of Uruguay, with its wast, green sheep

Swill transition from etnpty wilderness 
to civilization’s refined works is almost as- 
tounding here, Magnificent summer hotels 
with well-kept golf courses dat the beaches, 
nS VOU near Montevideo, Bir Soe 
remind you of Kansas City, On a pack- 
ing plant you see the name “Swiit” in hig 
white letters. Ten minutes only we stop 
for gas and mails tm this great. busy city 
of nearly half a million; then tp and off, 
over the wide, muddy mouth of the great 
River Plate.

Easily the center of interest in the cotm- 
try 1s the capital, Santo Domingo City. 
Upon entering the harbor of this oldest 
city funded Europeans in America, 
one ts Seiad of the time when Colum- 
bus himself, under whose dtrection tt was 
established, was refused entrance here. 
In June, 1502, then on his fourth voyage 
of discovery, the First Admiral appeared 


with a small feet of four vessels before 
the city and asked permission to enter the 
harbor for protection from a hurricane he 
believed to be impending. For political

Sant Domingo City, althongh now niol- 
ernized, still retains much of its Spanish 
colonial aspect. “Oldest m the New 
Work” and “first to be established by 
white men in America” are phrases of 
inevitable recurrence in any descriptive list 
of the historic buildings and ruins of this 
ancient city. The early colonists built for 
the centuries, and many edifiecs dating 
from the sixteenth century are still im use. 

The Ministry of Foreign Affairs and 
other departments of the Dominican Gov- 
etnment occupy the old colonial palace of 
foyvermcnt—a spacious structure that was 
venerable long before the first buildings

in the cool of 2 fine December morn- 
ie, gomp to the Cihao, the great central 
valley region, we leit the eapital by the 
new Duarte Highway, one of the three 
mer roads that now link the nmjor sec- 
tions atul etttes of the country. It ruts 
in a northwesterly direction, reaching the 
north coast at Monte Cristi, with a branch 
to Puerto Plata. The coastal plam socn 
nyes way to a winding climb through the 
Cortiflera Central, one of the five moun- 
tin runes of the country, and the genial 
warmth of midsummer yields to the fresh- 
ness of early June. 

From Bonao the road-swings down the 
northem. slope of the cordillera ito the 
Cihas and to the town of La Vega. This 
is liisteric ground, for it was here that 
Columbus was met by the confederated 
Inclinn tribes under the cacique Caonaha, 
nnd here that the gaire of battle was thrown 
down for the long conflict between reel 
Hain and white whieh in our cn cen 
try has temimated only within the men- 
ory of living men. 


THE MARVELUUS MOYAL PLATS WHICH 
COLUMILS ERCLOGIZED 

From the summit of the Sante Cerro, 
im the heart of this historte battle field, 
a comprehensive view it obtained of the 
eréat central valley so aptly named -hy 
Columbus—La Vega Res Any other 
rata: than the Royal Plain would doscant 
justice to this magnificent terrain, the rich 
fertiity of which has few equals in any 
part of the world, More than a hnindred 
riles Jong, from ten to fifteen miles wide, 
and covered with a rich surtace loam aver- 
aging nine feet in depth, the Vea Real 
alone justihes Columbus's quinegyric on 
his beloved Hispaniola. 

Cin its war over the Royal Plain the 
road passes Moca, where coffee was first 
grown in Santo Domingo, Dring the 
Haitian invasion of 1805 this town was 
the scene of the: massacre of soo Domini- 
cans by the Christophe* who later made

himself etnperor of Haiti. ‘The victims 
were lured mto a church to hold a thanks- 
giving service for their promised safety, 
and, having thus been conveniently assem- 
bled, were cut to pieces by the invaders. 

In contrast to the spirsely settled coun- 
trysile through which we passed earlier 
in the journey, the Vega Real seemed al- 
inmost populous. The highway here leads 
through a settled region of small. farnis 
and straggling villages amd soon comes to 
Santiago, of, to give the metropolis of the 
Cibao tts official title, Santiago de los Ca- 
balleros. This is the Republie’s second 
erty in-size and. importance, 

Originally established by. Bartholomew 
Columbus as 4 military outpost, a perma- 
ett settlement was niode here about 1sa4. 
Thitty knights of Spain were the foumel- 
cre of the town, aval from them it got 
its tame of “St, James of the Gentlemen,” 

The history of this inland city has been 
ever more hectic, perhaps. than that of the 
capital In 1§f4 it was completely over- 
thrown by an earthquake, and was reestal- 
lished an its present site, alOut six iniles 
from the old location. During the wars 
with the French, who had pained a foct- 
Hold am the western end of the island, 
and Jeter with the Haitians, the city suf- 
fered severely and was several times re- 
duced to ashes. [tis from these circum- 
stunces that Santiago now presents little 
of its old colonial aspect and gives the 
Impression of bemg a comparatively new 
city. [ts streets are well land out and het- 
ter paved than those of the capital itself. 

Although it is progressive and takes 
pride in its public improvements, Santi- 
age still clings to some of its trachiticws, 
Automobiles there are in plenty, but here 
une can still tide about in a coche with- 
ait feeling self-conscious, Moral support 
1 those who prefer actual to mechanical 
horsepower is given by the occasional cow- 
hays, who clatter briskly inte town on their 
ninmtble ponies and lend a picturesque note 
to the otherwise matter-of-fact streets, 

The Latin American. boothlack is well 
know for his agpressive approach and 
skill in breaking down “shine resistance,” 
hut tn Santiago he is at his best. Walk 
across the plaza with so much as a speck 
af dust on your shoes and your attention 
is drawn by a sibilant "S-4-s-s-s-t" and re- 
proachiul pointings at the offending foot- 
gear. Your startled downward glance is 
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construcd as assent and your shoes are 
again shined far the nth time that day. 

Fut early ting, Santiige easily carries 
off the palm. Hf there is.any virtue in 
the old formula for becoming healthy, 
wealthy, and wise, the average Santiagu- 
eno should develop mnte a composite of 
Methuselah, Cravsus, and Solum. As 
4:j0 a. m. the streets are filled with peo 
ple going to business, 

Narth of Santiago a range of hieh meun- 
tains rises abtuptly from the level basin 
of the Vega Real. Climbing steeply, the 
road enters a resign of natural heauty m 
which one splendid scone succeeds another 
with kaleidoscopic rapidity. With the ex- 

ception of the excellently engineered high- 
way ani at tare intervals a small clearing, 
these highlands have been untouched by 
the hand of man and present the sane. as- 
pect as when first seen ty Cohumbus 

Sharing with him the delhght of these 
“most Iotty mountnins,’ one feel yery 
close to Hispaniola’s discoverer, glad to 
know that the great mun was not so ol- 
srsgel with his never-ending search for 
the riches of Cathay as to be unable to 
ste the flowers blooming: along his path. 


PUERTO PLATA, MAIN SEAPORT OF TITE 
NORTHERN COAST 


Fer about fifty miles the highway winds 
deviously through the cloud-draped moun- 
tains, and then Jeaves them with almost 
the abrapiness of its entrinee, passing 
through palm- fringed meadows to Puerto 
Plata, man seaport of the north coast, 

Approaching this port from the sea, white 
clouels cappine the nvweuntains through 
which the highway passes have the shin- 
Inge apy nee of silver, Again we have 
uum amet into the imaginative mind of 
the discoverer, for it was fram these shin- 
ing clouds that he named the place the 
Port of Silver. 

Santingo may make the country’s cigars 
and cigarettes, but Puerto Plata furnishes 
the matches to light them. Santo Do- 
minge has not risen to the bait of u foreign 
match monopoly, and the well-equipped 
factory at Puerto Plata, financed by do- 
mestic capital, supplies the whole country 
with an excellent product ato low price. 

There is. anappearance of cleanly bright- 
ness about the Port of Silver. K tev 
years ago, when the oe was ‘ele for a 
road to a near-by town and funds for its 


construction were lacking, the townsfolk 
turned out ina body and with picks, show- 
els, and wheelbarrows acministered an- 
other black eye to the “enervating Tropics” 
tradition. 


A. GOVERNOR'S MUSTACIIIO DONATED TO 
A PLAYGROUND 

Many are the stories told of the demo- 
cratic Don Ricardo |imardi, governor of 
the province, who temporarily surrendered 
his official post to serve in the capacity-al 
prinile, philosopher, and friend of the Na- 
tical hic Society's photographer 
m his rambles round ahout Puerto Plata. 
Familiarly known to the hamblest laborer 
as “Don Bubul"—this from a ‘certaim 
rotundity of figare—it is said that some 
of his peasant henchmen were pureed 
when his real mame first appeared tinder 
a governor's proclamation. The theory 
was finally advanced by one of them that 
the new fovernor couldn't be thes beloved 

“Chunky” aml therefore was probably his. 
lirother. 

Another story concerns Don Ricardo’s. 
Tams mastachio, witost military feroc- 
ity is quite belied by the twinkhing falete: 
eves and kindly expression behind mt. A 
wealthy friend once jokingly offered its 
proud possessor S500 for the cherished 
adornment—or rather its predecessor. 
Dragging his friend to the nearest barber 
shop, the good governor collected the 
money ond, adding =: oo. from his own 
pocket, established a public playground for 
his youthful constituents. 

Thirty miles west of Puerto Plata is the 
site of old Isabela, the first organized set 
tlement made by the Spaniards in His- 
paniola, Christopher Columbus founded 
the town in 1493 and named tt in honor 
of his patronqueen. Isabela was the start- 
ing point of the expedition, led inland by 
Columbus, to see for himself whether this 
“Cipango, which the natives call Cibao,” 
was teally the Japan of Marco Polo, 

Within a very few years after its found. 
ing, Isabela became a ghost city, and its 
site, which seems to have been rather ex- 
tensive, can be defined only with difficulty 
hy traces of old foundation walls and scat- 
tered building stones, Local tradition cred- 
its the place with much buried treasure, 
bot the many pits left by optimistic seekers 
seem to have yielded little except plenty

WET AND DEY SANTO DOMINGO 


A Tine drawn across the map from. Isa- 
bela to Point Nizao, on the south coast, 
rouchly divides Santo Domingo into twe 
distinct areas in respect to rainfall, At 
Puerto Plata one is kept busy dodging the 
frequent rainstorms which come roaring 
in trom the Atlantic; at Monte Crist, 
seventy miles to the west, it may not have 
maimed for weeks. 

This diversity of annual rainfall 1% 
plainly apparent from the flora of the 
countryside, which within an hour's travel 
may change from a lush tropical vegeta-

tion to the sparse cactus growth of the arid 
plain.

The degree to which Santo Domingo 
und Haiti have retained the languages of 
their mother countries may well be taken 
as an index to their respective cultural 
traditions, In these Santo Domingo is 
Spanish, Haiti is Franeo-)Tattian. 

The Sanchez Highway, the second of 
the Dominican Republic's great arterial 
roads, starts at Santo Domingo City, skirts

Agua's chief claim to fame ts the fact 
that the notarial shingle of Hernando Cor- 
tez adorned the town before the embryo 
conguistador of Mexico decided that his 
talents were being wasted here, and that 
the sword, if not mightier, was at least 
more profitable than hie particular pen. 

To the Invman the most interesting relic 
left by Hispaniola'’s pre-Columbian inhab- 
itants is the Corral de jos Indios, ‘This 
“Pinveround of the Indians’ ts situated 
on the flat prairie near the town of San 
Juan.

‘he traveler in Sante Domingo finds its 
people among the most kindly and cour- 
teous of the Western World. Whether 
up through the mountains to Puerto Plata 
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and Monte Cristi or along the coast to 
Agua, or following the Mella Highway, it 
ts the universal custom to pass the time ot 
day with those one meets along the way. 
“Saluda” is the customary expression, ms 
commen as the “howdy-do” of our own 
horse-ind-bugey days. 

One learns much of the temperaments 
and outlooks of the travelers he meets on 
the highways by the way saluda is uttered. 
It often mmplics much more than: the fit- 
etal “gond health." It may be abbrevi- 
ated to 's'lud," which might be translated 
as a curt “hello,” but is more often sung 
out in a more expansive manner, Here 
comes a dusty traveler whose lilting ‘"sa- 
lu-t-i-n-la-a-a-a” gives us-the impression 
that here is a born optimist, whose heart 
is as light as his baggage. In the three 
longirawn-out syllables he amply conveys 
the idea of “Well, for the land's sakes, 
howdy! You're sure looking fine, Grand 
weather we're having.” 

The moter buses on the highways of 
Santo Domingo to-day have not the re- 
spectahility of those we know at home, but 
rather possess the standing of our almest- 
forgotten jitneys of a decade or so ago. 
They are known colloquially as “gua- 
fas “—a term that means “bargains.” No 
one with the slightest sense of caste to 
maintain would think of risking his reyit- 
tation by being seen in one of them.

Cathedral was being remodeled, another 
vault containing o leaden casket was found. 
As soon as the casket's surface appeared 
everything was sealed, and in the aiter- 
noon the President and his Cabinet, thie 
members of the Diplomatic Corps, the 


Bishop and Apostotic Delegate, and many 


others assembled to witness the camyplt- 
tion of the excavation and the opening of 
the casket (see page tro and Color Plate 
AVT). 

Outside and inside were found meseriy 
tions which bear alike the name andl t 
titles of Christopher Columius. All pres- 
ent, including even the Spanish consul, 
jomned in a notarial affidavit of the cir- 
cometances of the opening of the vault 
and casket and the description of their 
contents. No exhumation of the remains 
of any individunl has ever been attested 
by a larger or more tepresentative body, 

‘he late American ‘Minister, Thomas (. 
Dawsiin, pronounced the evidence oom- 
plete, and the late American Secretary of 
State, Philander C. Knox, on his visit to 
Santo Domingo in 19t2, declared that any 
nmpartial court would sustain the conten- 
tion that all that is mortal of the Pounder 
of the New World rests within the Ca- 
thedral at Santa Domingo City. Hon, 


Charles G. Dawes, United States Ambas- 
suior to Great Britain, while in Sante 
Domingo in 1o2ay as the head of a com- 
mission to werk out a budget system for 
the Dominican Government, made astudy 
at the evidence and reached the sanve ctn- 
clusion as Mimster Dawson and Secretary 
Knox. 

DEVASTATION OF SEPTEMMICRS NURBICANR 

One of the most tragic ¢xperierices in 
the history of Santo Domingo occiirredd 
in the afternoon of September 3, 1930, 
when a htrricane swept over the capttal, 
Qutside the walls of the stricken city the 
devastation was practically. complete; i i 
side the walls 7o per cent of the buildings 
were daniaged and practically allot, the 
4,c00-smaller homes were destroyed. Up- 
ward of two thousand people were killed 
nil six thousand were injured. 

In trany features the storm resembles 
a tornade, Its path was 20 miles witle, 
the heart of itsweeping over the city iteecl{, 
After blowing for several hours, it abated, 
the sun. came out, and the people began to 
tnke stock of the damage | hut 20 minutes 
later it started again and blew with in- 
creasing fury, carrying in every direction 
tin roofs, cofrugited iron timbers, and 
stone, 

Thoroughly helpless, the city was pros- 
trate; but through press associations andl 
the American Red Cross the world seon 
lesred of the ilisaster and succor was 
rushed ta the stricken capital from every 
point of the compass, 

Eivhteen thousand people were fed 
laity” for the time being and 12,000 were 
inoculated against typhoid fever. 

As soon as the immediate specter of 
hunger was laid and epidemic prevention 


measures had beer taken, Santo Domingo 


set itself grimly to the task of rebuilding. 

Hurricanes come and hurricanes go, but 
Santo Domingo, ‘best-loved land of the 
Great Discoverer, rallies after each crue! 
blow. Many of the treasured old struc- 
tates of the Republic still stand, scarred 
and staimed bart firm, and continue tospeak

Port one mist 
miturally arrive sooner or Inter at Madrid, 
Madrid]—the Capital, the “Corte,” the 
pride of every Spaniard. 

Here one revels among the bright cafés, 
the theaters, the antmated streets and bou- 
levards, and, perhaps best of all, among 
the wonderful Murillos and Goyas at the 
Prado. But this modern, delightiul capi- 
tal was not our oljective, for we were 
headed Calicta-ward. in the far northwest, 

From Madrid the main tatway line 
toward the north wets as far as Villalba, 
and there it branches, one line proceed: 
ing: through Segovia and the other run- 
ning farther west through Avila, ‘These 
two Hines join again at Medina del Campo, 
and then the route continves north 
through Valladolid, Burgos, and San Se- 
hastian te the French frontier. 

Serovia, though on a mnin railway ar- 
tery, is often passed hy, the tourtst get- 
ting only a glimpse as the tram hurries 
over a seemingly endless rolling plain, 
almost a desert In parts..and brings one 
within sight of this marvelous old! Roman 
town, The approach is somewhat like 
thar to Toledo, though more startling. 
One suddenly sees, vising abruptly out of 
the. flat plam, just as Gibraltar rises out 
of the sea, a rocky tal] more than joo 
feet in height, perched upon the top of 
which are the battlermented towers, the 
canes, beliries, and spires of walled-in 
Serovia, jutting up like the masts ard 
hehting tops of some huge man-of-waor.

A ROMAN AQUEDCT Is SRGOVIA'S CHIEF 
GLORY 


The most interesting feature of Segovia 
is the oll Roman aqueduct, dating from 
the time of Augustus, This structure, 
built of solid squared blocks of prantte, 
green with age; simply set together with- 
out cement or mortar, is goo yands long 
and consists of dijarches, same of them 
nearly 160 feet in height. Perched on the 
top for about a third of the length is a 
second tier of arches, 

The whole structure is 2 stupendous re-

WITH THE MOUNTAIN FOLK OF GALICIA 


The people seem, after the qitick, viva- 
cious Andalusians, to be slow and heayy- 
witted ; lint they are a good-natured folk, 
temperate and hard-working. They eulti- 
vate stall patches of land, grow fruit, and 
raise cattle ; yet with all their industry they 
have remained poor. 

Their greatest income is from fisheries; 
hut this trade is overcrowded, so the men- 
folk go farther afield and serve as seamen, 
Not only are they found on Spanish ships, 
hut they have made the sem their business, 
and many are the American steamers 
whose fires are stoked by hard-working 
Galician firemen. 

Thousands who did not care for the sea 
have emigrated, formerly te the United 
States, ut since ourdoors have been partly 
¢loaed to the mighty European influx, they 
gu to Argentina and other parts of South 
America, Thev are more robust than other 
Spaniards, and during the construction of 
the Panama Catia] were much sought atter, 
as among the best laborers obtainable. 

Like many other mountain folk, the Ga- 
ficians cannot live happily in other envi- 
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Touments, and many return from abroad 
alter having saved a modest fortune. 
‘Fhese returning emigrants, no matter rial 
what country they have been, are known 
as “Americanos,” and their influence has 
been considerable in recent years in effect- 
ing little improvements here anal there— 
bettermenta they have learned in foreign 
countries, 

LA CORUNA SAW THE SAILING OF THE 

INVINCIBLE AKM ADA 

La Cornfia is the most important cty 
of the region, a busy seaport of some 
65,000 inhabitants, (ne sees in the har- 
bor big liners of Spanish, French, British. 
and German nationality, making this a 
pert of call on their way from Europe to 
Cuba, South America, and Atria. 

Qn the heights stands the Old Town. 
partly sutrounded by walls; below, along 
the water front, is the New Town. Above 
are the narrow, crooked streets of ancient 
times; below, the wide, well-paved ave- 
nues of modernity, lined with trees and 
fine buildings. Here the iron haleonies ot 
the south are not so much in: evidence; 
they are replaced by large san windows. 

The old broken walls saw Philip [1 em- 
bark in 1554 for England on no less an 
errand than to wed Queen Mary. In 1388 
they saw part of one of the greatest floti- 
las the world had ever knowtn—t140 war- 
ships, transports, and smaller boats, with 
h force of some 30,000 men, the il-fate| 
“Tvincible Armada—sail in here to refit 
before setting out to conquer Engaged. 
Later they saw Drake burn the city, and 
beheld many another historical event. 

The New Town sees the younger folk 
of modern times, well dressed in styles of 
London and Paris, gathering for the the 
dansant on the terrace of the Atlantic, Ta 
Corufia’s fine hotel, situated between. the 
waters of the bay and the trees of the 
park; or assisting at the festivals of the 
Sporting Club. 

Local poets liken the Calle Real, with 
its Iuxuriows casinos, tts fine shops, and 
its ¢afés,to the famous Calle de las Sierpes 
in Seville? There is a difference, how- 
ever: Seville’s street ls given over alinost 
entirely to men, their ladies, after the old 
Moornsh custom, sekiom leaving homie;

Compostela, formerly the capital of Ga- 
licia (see Color Plates: I and [1)-* This 
is a great religrons:center.a renowned pul- 
grim resort, and contains “no fewer than 
46 ecclesiastical edifices, with 288 altars, 
ity bells, and 36 pious fraternities.” 

The cathedral, begun in Lop4, is mmany 
wavs the most interesting of French or 
Spanish Romanesque nniklings. ‘The west- 
ern facade was built some seven centuries 
ster, Tt is Churrignerestjue in style, but 
so suceesstiul that it stands quite alone as 
an example of any movement tending to 
the baroque in architecture. Time, too, hits 
heightened its beauty, for the granite of 
which it is built is now covered with deli- 
cate lichetia in soft grays, greens, and rich 
Tanyas | | 

Here and there native flowering plants 
erow from between the stones, and in the 
stmset's glow the whole facade takes on 
the colors of deep molten gold. 

Santiigo's market place is always ani- 
mated, rain of shine, and here it should he 
mentioned that-there are more rainy days 
thin fine ones. In drizzly weather the 
number of women sitting about the streets 
surrminded by their flat baskets of Tarm 
produce is perhaps smaller, but even disr- 
ing downpours seme of them are on hand. 
The climate is like that of onr Pacific 
Northwest. summer it is delightful, 
hutafter November it rains—and rains. 

Outside the town are innumerable hean- 
tiful vistas of mouwntsins, pine-covered 
hills, and little forms. 

Galicin is atond of granite. Its houses, 
fences, and outbuildings are constructed 
of this material, and at several places in 
the country, which is extremely fertile in 
some sections, we noticed that even stp 
mitts for grapevines were made of gran-

ite. Wherever there is an-extent of ata- 
ble lane, the district is densely populated.

In other parts of roral Spain there were 
always noticeable the picturesque regional 
costumes of the peasants, ivi not so in 
Gah, where there seeins t us 2 dis- 
tinguishing mark oF this set. ‘Phe men 
working in the tiny fields looked about like 
their counterparts In England. 

Throughout the country one sees mime 
ous crosses uf granite topped by figures 
represeriting the Crucifixion and piving 
proof of the piows nature of the Galician 
farmer folk. 

The railway to the south carries, one 
throuweh more of this enchanting alpine 
picturesqueness, with mentitains near and 
far, the ever-present pines, the littl stone 
farmhouses. lt winds im and ont, over 
rverTs, rea every now andl thet hitthe: 
pictures of the Atlantic in pretty frames 
through rocky cliffs. It takes one through 
the lovely village of Villagarein om the 
Ria de Arosa. a fjord with rocky islets 
dutting its entrance. Many Galicians have 
their summer homes here, where they may 
enjoy the sen bithing.

Again the road leaves the sea, and the

Onee more our train crosses the rocky 
erdund between two fjords and, exhausted 
frome. ts streamous tour hours’ effart, stops 
wearily in the station of Vigo, after brmg- 
iti as in that tine only 66 miles from 
Santiago de Compostela. 

A bread street, gather than a crooked 
one, leas os from the station into the 
newer part of the town, Viyro ts commer- 
cially picturesque and some of the little 
streets in the old quarter are exceedingly 
interesting. They are tortuous in their 
rigzars, always crowded with a busy 
throng of laborers and wien padding 
over the irregular pavement of ranite 
blocks. These streets are mostly steep 
and the payerent slippery and uncertum 
in the drizzling rain.
